Much, of coiirae; can be said 
against them, “I remember: when in 
my ollege.days I1.sometimes com- 
plained to my tutor of all the wratch- 
ed ‘examinations. :With.a twinkle in 
hin eye he used to any “He. gar ane) 
exetastos bios ov biotos anthrepo,” 
translating it, “A life without exam- 
inations is not .worth living.” In a 
large college like ‘this no other sys- 
tem is so uniformly fair and free 
from abuse as a well-conducted Cx- 
amination... : 

At the half-; yearly ‘examination in 
the lower school we examined 209 
boys: out of ‘these 268 passed. In 
the upper school we examined 194 
of whum 120 passed. : 

In the’ annual examination -at the. 
close of the -year in the lower school 
we examined 275 Boys of whom 236 
passed: in the upper school, 113, of 
whom 45 passed, 

This is a somewhat | smaller per- 
centage of passes ‘especially in the 
lower school than in former annual 
examinitions, Perhaps the examina- 
‘Liens were a little more searching. 
Perhaps also it is partially. due to 
the fact'that there was. only one 
European teacher in the whole lower 
school, In former years there were 
‘nol “less than. three. and sometimes 
four. The absence of a European
